The real need of the nation is 
to provide encouragement to all 
talented people — not merely 
those with scientifie skills. < 

Writing in Life Magazine, the 
distinguished president of Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technolo- 
gy makes public a point previ- 
ously presented in some detail 
to congressional com mittee 
hearings by Philip Coombs, of 
the Fund for the Advancement 
of Education. Said both: 

“We must not allow the pres- 
sure to match Russia’s increas- 
ing output of engineers and sci- 
entists to obscure the need for 
first-rate talent in other pro- 
fessional fields. We must not 
throw standards out the window 
in order to handle numbers. Our 
shortage is of quality, properly 
educated, even more than it is 
of numbers.”’ 

This brings us squarely to the 
problem of the more talented— 
in all fields. When public edvuca- 
tion first came to be accepted as 
a duty of the republic, we de- 
cided that since it was to be for 
all children, it should be given 
to each exactly the same... . 

We now are departing from 
this concept. But it is a slow 
departure. 


The fault would seem to be | 


with what we call the “‘lock- 
step” system of educaton. A 
child enters the first grade with 
a lot of other children. And then, 
lockstep fashion, they move on, 
grade by grade, the talented, 
the average, the slow—all to 
gether—all at the same rate. 


Opportunity 


Obviously, it is even more un- 
fair to the less talented who 
need more personal attention. 
If they had opportunity for spe- 
cial instruction they, too, might 
have their talents discovered and 
inspired. 

A few days ago the more than 
3060 winners in the National 
Merit Scholarship Corporation 


contest was announced. These | 


are selected from the very tal- 
ented high school graduates. Of 
the boys, 227 went into research 
and engineering as did 24 of the 
girls. Only 36 boys and 45 girls 
chose teaching. Religion  at- 
tracted but six boys and one 
girl. There were no boys at all 
and only two girls declaring for 
art. Music was chosen by two 
from each classification. Gov- 
ernment service was the goal of 
‘ but six young men. 

Are the other vital areas of 
service to. be starved... of 
students and teachers? 

We are, for example, on the 
verge.of discoveries in biology 
which may prove as astounding 
as was the splitting of the atom 
in physics. Yet, there are fewer 
teachers and students. 

Will it not be necessary—and 
fairer to all—to get our children 
out, of the lockstep system so 
that the nation may begin to 
bring an end to the waste of 
talent and the talented?

Its publication was 
timed nicely to coincide with public hear- 
ings of the Georgia Water Law Revision 
Commission, a body the 
General Assembly to recommend water 
fise and sponsored by the General As- 
sembly to recommend. water use. and 
conservation laws to supplant the archaic 
ones now in effect. 

Water is a boon and a biessing. This 
area’s abundant though erratic rainfall is 
one of its attractions fot new industry. In 
this age, though, there is no such thing as 
too much water and we cannot take our 
lavish supply for granted much longer. 

Wise laws are needed to insure that 
everybody—the farmer, the industrialist, 
the sportsman and the town dweller—gets 
a fair break. We have no real water crisis 
yet and néed never Rave one if we take 
protective measures $00n.

Moves Into New Phase 


The United States has begun another 
series of atormic tests in the Pacific, the 
first @xplosion being a “small” one with 
the power of a “few thousand tons of 
TNT.” 

Simultaneously, the Atomic Energy 
Commission announced it was giving the 
official go-ahead for construetion of the 
first large-scale private power plants. 
The two reactors authorized will cost an 
estimated $100,000,000 and are expected 
to be completed by 1960. They will gen- 
erate an estimated 236,000 kilowatt hours 
of electricity. 

Both announcements have keen sig- 
nificance but one cannot escape the 
though that it is a great pity that the 
vast amounts of energy in these “explo- 
sions’ must be wasted. If the effort that is 
going into production of atomic weapons 
could be turned to peaceful uses, devel- 
opment of the atom’s potential for relief 
of man’s poverty could be speeded up by 
many years. 

Unfortunately, that day is not yet here. 
But these first efforts to build atomic 
power plants are an indication that we 
are at last ready to move from the strictly 
military phase into a combined program. 

This country was first to produce an 
atomic bomb. And yet a number of coun- 
tries are said to be ahead of us in moving 
toward utilization of atomic energy for 
peaceful purposes. There are signs that 
Soviet Russia is also ahead of us and this 
presents us with as great a challenge as 
in the military field. 

A Russian scientist amazed a meet- 
ing in London ‘just recently when he 
demonstrated that the Soviets are near 
to harnessing hydrogen fusion. When this 
is accomplished they will possess an 
almost inexhaustible source of atomic 
energy. 

Private industry should be encour- 
aged to develop atomic power. The argu- 
ment about’ public vs. private develop- 
ment has delayed progress already. But 
private industry must not drag its feet 
while the*Russians beat us in this field or 
government will have to assume the 
responsibility. 

Some industrialists fully are aware of 
the challenge. John Jay Hopkins, head of 
General Dynamics Corp., said recently 
that whoever gains the initiative in de- 
velopment of peaceful uses of atomic 
energy will emerge as the undisputed 
leader of the world. 

The many-sided problem—a phase of 


which is discussed on this page today 
by James Reston—deserves the earnest 
attention of our leaders in government, 


business, diplomacy and education. This 
country cannot afford to be left at the 
post.

W ASHINGTON—The 


Research and Develop- 


ment Subcommittee of the Joint Congressional 
ae BN Atomic Energy Committee has been listening to 


some prefoundly disturbing testimony about the state ef technical edu- 
cation in the United States. While the attention of Congress has been 
directed to the lag in the development of American air power, this 
committee has been hearing things about the lag in the development 
of American brainpower that are in many°’ways more alarming. 


For example, these unchallenged 
facts have been placed before the 
subcommittee: 

1. The number of trained engi- 
neers in the Soviet Union increased 
from 41,000 ‘in 1929 to 341,000 in 
1954, a 1,300 per cent rise. In the 
same period, the United States in- 
crease was from 215,000 to 500,000. 

® The number of engineering 
graduates from Soviet higher inst- 
tutes rése from 28,000 in 1950 to 
63.000 im 1955, while in the same 
period, the number of U.S. engi- 
neering * graduates dropped from 
52,000 to 23,000. 

3. The Soviet Union is graduat- 
ing 120,000 new engineers and 
scientists every year to the United 
States’, 70,000. and the United 
States’ new crop of graduate en- 
gineers is already only half of the 
45,000-50,000 the U.S.-needs each 


year within its own national 
boundaries, 
4. The. number of quabified 


teachers of science and mathe- 
matics in U.S. high schools has 
dropped 53 per cent in the last 
five years while U.S. high school 
inereased by 16 
per cent. os 

5. Fifty-three per cent of all 
high schools in. the United States 
do not teach physics and only half 
-f the high schools teach chemis- 
try.

I was ¢xpressing interest in his success as a salesman and he 
replied, ‘You are a traveling salesman yourself.” I hadn't thought 
of my work in just that way but as he talked about the secrets of 
selling I did see points of comparison with the work of a minister... 


He mentioned five main quali- 
ties of a successful salesman. 
First, one must have a good prod- 
uct, one that measures up to what 
you say about it and will meet 
every test. Certainly the Christian 
preacher qualifies there. When one 
considers the principles of the 
Bible, Christ and His way of life, 
surely there is nothing better and 
through the centuries it has met 
every test to which it has been 
subjected. It has lasted.and proven 
itself through the ages. 

Second, the salesman must dis- 
play his product attractively. Mr. 
Guice opened a large sample case 
and laid before me a hundred or 
more pieces of cloth. It was beau- 
tiful cloth but he enhanced its 
beauty by the way he arranged 
it for me to see. Surely, the Chris- 
tian faith should be presented in 
a manner that will attract and 
not repel. Sometimes preaching is 
done in such a way that al] the 
customer is told about is the 
blackness of his sins and the pun- 
ishment.of hell. But this faith that 
can put a smile on your face and 
a*song in your heart, should be 
presented in that manner. 

Third; the salesman must work. 
That is true of any successful life 
and especially true in the life of 
the preacher. Once I lived next

door to an insurance salesman who 
sold on a weekly pay plan. He would 
be up and gone by eight o'clock 
and would come in long after 
dark. That fellow got on my con- 
science to the point that I vowed 
I would not be willing for a man 
to work harder selling life insur- 
ance than I worked selling ‘‘eter- 
nal life insurance.”’ I like the spirit 
of the old preacher who said that 
when he died, he wanted to go to 
hell.

Fifth, L. C. Guice told me, “I 
enjoy wearing the pants I sell and 
I do wear them.” By all means, 
one cannot ‘‘sell’’ the Christian 
faith who not wear it. One 
of the finest tributes I ever heard 
was the one a preacher gave to 
his mother. He said, ‘“‘She prac- 
tices what I preach.’ The prac- 
ticing is more important than the 
preaching.

Federation’s ‘Heart,’ at Tallulah, 
Is Beating Stronger Than Ever 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 

Members of the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Women's Clubs are 
convinced that the “heart of the 
federation’ is stronger than 
ever. 

Tallulah Falls School, the only 
school in the world owned and 
operated by a state federation 
of clubwomen, has continued to 
grow in ‘“‘size, service and use- 
fulness because Georgia women 
have worked for the cherished 
vision of a worthwhile goal.”’ 
500 ACRES 


Appropriately called, in the 
beginning, the “light in the 
mountains,”’ the school was 
dedicated on June 30, 1909, ‘“‘to 


the service of God through ed- 
ucation.”’ At that time it con- 
sisted of one building and 21 
students. 

The physical plant has grown 
from its modest beginning of 
five acres to cover 500 acres, 
with 22 buildings, including dairy 
barns, swimming pool, athletic 
field, modern classroom facili- 
ties and a lake stocked with 
fish. 


The enrollment of the school 
is now 250, and the school has 
a staff of 26, with K. J. Harris 
as superintendent. 
EVERYBODY SHARES 

About half of the students are 
day pupils coming by bus from 
the neighborhood and nearby 
areas of the serene north Geor- 
gia mountains, The other half 
live in the school home and are 
chosen “on the basis of need for 
such educational opportunities 
as life at Tallulah can afford.” 
The majority of students are 
from northeast Georgia, although 


- nO geographical distinction is 


made. 
Life at Tallulah’s school home 


is planned upon the model of an 


old-fashioned farm home where 
nobody does a few things with- 
out ceasing, but everybody 


shares in all sorts of occupa- 
tions, varied exercises and play. 
Tallulah has 12 grades. No col- 


lege work is offered. Although 
paying students are accepted at 


_ the school, practically all school 


home students are beneficiaries 
of scholarship donations. 
30 ELECTED 

The school is managed by a 
board of trustees made up en- 
tirely of women who must be 
members of the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs. The 
president of the GFWC (now 
Mrs. Mamie K. Taylor of At- 
lanta) and presidents of.the 10 
district organizations, the direc- 
tor of the Junior Section and 
the president of the Young Ma- 
trons Circle for Tallulah Falls 
School become trustees of the 
institution by virtue of their of- 
fice, thus insuring geographical 
representation throughout the 
state on the school’s governing 
board.

Signs of Deafness Should Be Found Early 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 


Statistics on deafness are 
changing. The disorder is becom- 
ing more common in the older 
group because more people are 
living to an age when hearing 
deficiencies occur. On the other 
hand, deafness is less, frequent 
in youngsters today because ear 
infections are easier to treat with 
the wonder drugs. 


Between these two extremes 
fin age are the millions of work- 
ing mén and women who are 
subjected to industrial noises. 
Hearing is impaired, especially 
when working in a _ continuous 
racket without ear plugs. 


The majority of hearing de- 
fects in children can be cured or 
arrested if discovered early. Par- 
ents should suspect the condition 
when the youngster becomes in- 
attentive, assumes an awkward 
listening posture, or develops speech 
peculiarities. Other telltale signs 
are slowness in learning, shyness 
in playing with other children, 
and excessive fatigue. 

Parents may try a simple hear- 
ing test. The youngster covers 
the left ear with the palm of his 
hand and stands with the right 
ear toward the mother or father. 

He is asked to repeat various 
numbers starting with seven and 
going down to one. After the 
right ear is tested, the child 
turns around and repeats the per- 
formance with the left ear ex- 
posed.

When this 
stage is reached, a competent 
ear, nose and throat specialist 
ought to be consulted. 


Never make the mistake of 
starting with an audiologist, hear- 
ing consultant or acoustician who 
is trained to fit and sell only one 
particular hearing aid. 

Deafness may be due to wax 
'that can be removed ‘in two min- 
utes, with restoration of hearing. 
Furthermore; some _ types of 
deafness are not improved with 
a hearing aid or the individual 
may be temperamentaly un- 
suited to wear the device.
